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Survey: Ventra fees disrupting nonprofits 


Social service agencies 
say new ticket charges 
impacting work

It’s been more than a year since the CTA began 
its transition to Ventra, and some social service 
agencies say they’ve hit bumps in the road in 
the move to the new fare payment system. 

In a new survey, some agencies report 
buying fewer fare cards because of the new 
50 -cent processing fee for single-ride and 
multiday Ventra tickets; that means fewer 
lower-income residents are getting the help 
they need to get to job interviews or settle 
into new employment. Meanwhile, some 
agencies that purchase Ventra cards meant 
for long-term use said the lengthy amount 
of time it takes to register and load multiple 
cards means caseworkers have less time to 
work with their clients. 

Fifty-four percent of agencies that pur- 
chase Ventra tickets for low-income Chicago- 
area residents said they reduced their level of 
transit assistance to their clients because of 
the 50 -cent fee for tickets, according to the 
survey of 48 groups released last week by the 
Chicago Jobs Council. 

Until June, social service agencies typically 
purchased the disposable magnetic-stripe 
cards for clients, loading $2.25 per rail ride. 
The CTA discontinued use of these cards sys- 
temwide July I as it finished its move to Ventra. 


In the absence of the disposable, magnet- 
ic-stripe cards, agencies are opting for the 
$3 single-ride tickets, which includes the $2.25 
to ride the train, a 25-cent transfer and a 50- 
cent processing fee to create the ticket— a fee 
that goes to Ventra vendor Cubic Transporta- 
tion Systems. Multiday tickets purchased in 
bulk are also subject to the 50 -cent fee. 

Riders also can purchase a Ventra card 
meant for long-term use for $5, which is re- 
funded as transit credit if the card is regis- 
tered. Cash still is accepted on buses. 

“The survey results highlight the negative 
impact Ventra has had on service providers’ 
ability to offer transit assistance to low-income 
job seekers,” Andres Moreno, senior commu- 
nications and outreach associate for the jobs 
council, said in a statement to RedEye. 

The jobs council is asking that the CTA 
waive the 50 -cent fee on disposable tickets 
and streamline the process to purchase and 
load Ventra cards in bulk. 

CTA spokesman Brian Steele said the CTA 
has never provided fare discounts to nonprof- 
its and social service agencies, and has been 
working with the jobs council for several 
months on strategies for agencies to most ef- 
fectively use Ventra. 

But some agencies say they have found the 
registration process to be a hassle and prefer 
the disposable tickets. Nineteen percent of 
the agencies surveyed purchase only Ventra 
cards while 57 percent of respondents re- 


ported purchasing only tickets. Twenty-four 
percent purchased a mix of cards and tickets. 

Because of the 50 -cent disposable ticket 
fee, agencies reported purchasing a total of 
1,780 fewer tickets per month, which translat- 
ed into serving 559 fewer people per month, 
the survey determined. Illinois’s seasonally 
adjusted unemployment rate was 6.8 percent 
in July 

Lynne Cunningham, director of the Mi- 
chael Barlow Center of St. Leonard’s Minis- 
tries on the Near West Side, said her organiza- 
tion buys Ventra tickets to help people get to 
job interviews and for the first few weeks after 
they start their jobs before they receive their 
first paycheck. 

Her group typically purchases 400 to 
500 cards per year for its 100 clients, which 
are all formerly incarcerated men and women 
trying to find employment. 

Cunningham said her agency experimented 
with purchasing Ventra cards but found the 
process difficult. 

Sometimes, the cards would come back 
with negative balances, Cunningham said. If a 
card is in good standing but does not have suf- 
ficient funds, Ventra readers sometimes will 
give the rider the benefit of the doubt and al- 
low them on the CTA but deduct money from 
their card, bringing them into the negative. 

The CTA has been working with agencies 
to develop solutions to card problems, Steele

TRANSFERRING OLD FARES 

Riders have only a few days left to trans- 
fer the balances on their old CTA fare 
cards to their Ventra cards. 

» Through Monday, riders can mail 
in their old fare cards to the CTA, 
accompanied by a mail-in transfer form, 
which can be found at CTA stations, on 
buses and online at transitchicago. 
com/mailintransfer. 

» The CTA is accepting stored-value 
transit cards, Chicago Cards, O’Hare 
Smartcards, reduced fare permits 
and 30-day unlimited passes, which 
must be in their original, unopened 
packaging. 

» Riders can submit a maximum of 
eight old fare cards, which must total at 
least $5 in combined value. 

» Cards must have an expiration of 
Dec. 15, 2013 or later. 

» Balances are transferred within 
30 days after receipt of the mail-in 
request. The balance transferred cannot 
cause the Ventra card’s total value to 
exceed $300. 

In July the CTA finished its transition 
to the Ventra fare payment system. The 
agency now only accepts Ventra cards or 
tickets, some personal bank cards, cer- 
tain phones and cash (only on buses). For 
more information visit redeyechicago.

Local SRO legal battle 
Infested with bedbugs 


With the Milshire Hotel 
closing, does the door 
shut on bedbugs?

At one point in the legal battle between resi- 
dents of a Logan Square single-room occu- 
pancy building and the landlord who wanted 
them out, residents actually used bedbugs as a 
weapon in their argument to stay put. 

In court, tenants tried to make the case 
that if they moved out of the Milshire Hotel, 
2525 N. Milwaukee Ave., they’d be taking the 
hotel’s bedbugs with them, creating a public 
hazard. Now residents have relented. Under 
a signed settlement, tenants have agreed to 
move out of the troubled SRO by Sept. 2 in 
exchange for $4,000 per unit. As part of that 
agreement, Milshire management has also 
promised to provide so-called heat treatment 
boxes —used to kill items that may be covered 
with bedbugs — to residents as they pack their 
belongings. Any items that tenants suspect 
are infested may be left in the Milshire. 

That should be enough to contain the bed- 
bug problem to one building, according to a 
pest control expert. 

“It has to be done properly, obviously” said 
Jim Stavropoulos, manager of Eco Tech Pest 
Control on the Northwest Side. “So anything 
that comes out of the container or the heat 
chamber, that would be clear.” 

The Milshire is just the latest battleground 
for Chicago’s SROs, which typically rent 
small bedrooms with shared kitchens and 


bathrooms. SROs have grown scarce in the 
city as developers buy the buildings, evict the 
tenants and rent remodeled units at market 
rates. Chicago has lost 30 SRO buildings to 
redevelopment since the beginning of 2009, 
according to the city Now, there are 73 li- 
censed SROs left. 

Tenants of the Milshire have been tussling 
with management since April, when residents 
were notified of plans to sell the building and 
told to vacate. Some residents stayed and 
formed a tenants union; as of late July, about 
18 residents remain in the building, according 
to a resident and head of the tenants union. 

The Milshire tenant’s legal complaint 
against building management will not be of- 
ficially withdrawn until all the tenants are out 
and have received their compensation, ac- 
cording to the settlement. 

In the meantime, the city has a pending le- 
gal complaint against the building for violation 
of the bedbug ordinance. The infestation is so 
severe that the city claims the whole building 
needs to be gutted. But since the Milshire is a 
licensed SRO, it is subject to the city’s mora- 
torium on renovation permits — and that could 
limit the kind of rehab work that could be 
done to mitigate the bedbug problem. 

“The next big fight for the Milshire will be 
how to ensure that the moratorium is hon- 
ored while the building court ensures that 
the building code violations are remedied,” 
said Mark Swartz of the Lawyers’ Commit- 
tee for Better Housing in an email Monday

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Kimbra feels life reverberate In The Golden Echo*

On Feb. lo, 2013, Kimbra walked onto the 
Staples Center stage and accepted a Grammy 
Award from Prince, who added his own seal 
of approval before reading the Recording 
Academy’s pick for record of the year. 

“Oh, I love this song,” he said of “Somebody 
That I Used to Kno^y” the quirky pop hit by 
Gotye that featured Kimbra’s vocals. Such a 
public endorsement by a music legend is the 
kind of moment a young artist might regard as 
a pivot point. But a different day looms larger 
in Kimbra’s memory: the next one. That’s 
when the New Zealand native moved into a 
rented Silver Lake property she’d discovered on 
Craigslist. 

“It was this strange little oasis,” she said 
recently “Nature has always been something 
that gets me creative, and finally I felt centered 
again. That changed everything.” 

Eighteen months later, the fruit of that 
creativity is revealed on Kimbra’s impressive 
new album, “The Golden Echo.” 

“Kimbra is thick with thought, and that can 
sometimes challenge the ear,” said Van Dyke 


Parks, the veteran producer and arranger who 
devised the darting string parts in ‘As %u Are.” 
“But she does whatever she can to bring some 
confection to it. She always makes it tasty” 

Considering all that’s on the horizon, Kimbra 
said she’s better prepared this time for the 
wearying experience of promoting a record in 
“an age of high stimulus and short attention.” 
While living at the farm, she began practicing 
meditation, she said, “trying to breathe and 
not get caught up in the need to just fulfill my 
yearning and move on.” 

“We live surrounded by projections of the 
self,” she continued, and if that’s true for normal 
people obsessed with tailoring their social- 
media identities, it’s even truer for an artist 
whose “whole life is about output,” as she put it. 

^t the title of “The Golden Echo,” drawn 
from the name of a flower linked to the Greek 
myth of Narcissus, advises listeners to slow 
down and engage more deeply with the music, 
like Narcissus gazing at his own image reflected 
in a pool of water. 

“That’s a skill we’re losing a bit,” Kimbra said. 
“What if this record helps somebody do it?”

Ty Segall pulls out all the 
stops for ^Manipulator*

By the time Ty Segall hit age 26, he already 
had recorded and released six solo albums, 
appeared or collaborated on a dozen or so 
other albums of frantic guitar rock, issued 
20 singles or extended-plays through various 
record labels, appeared on dozens of 
compilations and composed a few 
hundred songs. 

Before starting work on his 
new album, “Manipulator,” 

Segall had accumulated 
a bulldozer’s worth of 
distorted rock ’n’ roll 
riffs, amassing ideas while 
sweating the proverbial 
10,000 hours required of an 
expert craftsman. 

“That ‘Slaughterhouse’ record 
took us three weeks to write,” Segall, now 
27, said of his 2012 record. “I love those kind 
of records where they’re really in the moment, 
and you can feel that on the recording.” 

Then, in 2013, the artist, “Midnight 
Cowboy”-handsome with a surfer’s wash 
of dirty blond hair, stopped touring and 
churning and for the first time in his creative 
life paused to pull back. He returned to 
Southern California from his then base 
of San Francisco— where he and other 
artists including Thee Oh Sees (center), 
Mikal Cronin, Sic Alps and White Fence 
had codified a solid scene of tripped out. 


distortion-heavy rock— and called a timeout. 

Landing first in Glassell Park and then a 
few miles east within the scrappy thriving 
artistic community of Eagle Rock, the artist 
issued himself a challenge: “Let’s try and make 
something like back in the day when they had 
a ton of money like a glam rock album. 
Let’s try and pull out all the stops.” 
Enter “Manipulator,” 

the product of that labor, 
which comes out Tuesday 
He’ll visit Thalia Hall on 
Sept. 23 in support of the 
album. Segall spent about 
a year in Northeast L.A. 
writing and refining its 
17 songs, then locked them 
into place over a straight month. 
“The idea was to focus more on one 
thing for a long period of time,” Segall 
said. “Usually Fll spend six months writing a 
record and then Fll record it. This record I 
wanted it to be the opposite.” 

“We all want this record to last for awhile. I 
wanted to do the best record I could possibly 
do,” Segall said. Still, he finds it difficult to 
commit to being satisfied. 

“It’s hard for me to say because I’m so 
involved with it,” he says before trailing off 
“But I think it ... I’m very ... .” He pauses. “I 
think it might be the best one I’ve ever ... 
but I feel uncomfortable saying that kind of 
a thing.”

‘Into Hell: The Oregon 
Trail’ finds actor/writer 
Chip Bagnall spoofing 
a childhood classic

If ever you’ve recalled vague memories of 
fording your covered wagon across a river, 
hunting for bison in the middle of brutal 
winter or watching your youngest drop dead 
at the hands of an indigenous American, 
chances are you were once a pioneer— at least 
in the virtual sense— making the lonely trek 
with your family from Independence, Mo., to 
Oregon’s Willamette Valley 

“The Oregon Trail”— a video game etched 
into the brains of children raised in the ’80s 
and ’90s— was initially developed in 1971 as 
an instructional game to teach elementary 
school children about the hardships of 
19th century pioneer life. It quickly grew into 
a beloved classic best remembered for the 
cruel deaths it frequently bestowed upon its 
players, most memorably from diseases such 
as cholera and dysentery (inflammation of the 
colon yielding some pretty nasty results). 

For his first solo show at Lakeview’s 
Annoyance Theatre, actor and writer Chip 
Bagnall decided a juicy parody was in order. 


Beginning Aug. 31, Bagnall hits the trail as 
self-reliant pioneer Jebediah “Jeb” Ashley, 
who makes the westward trek in search of 
fortune with his wife and nine daughters. The 
interactive show (directed by Rebecca Sohn) 
in part invites audience members along for 
the journey No spoiler alert necessary: Some 
of us are dropping dead along the way 

Why “The Oregon Trail” for your first 
Annoyance production? 

I grew up playing it in the the late ’80s, 
early ’90s; I was in elementary school then. 
Thinking back on it, it’s really twisted and 
sick to think that a bunch of elementary 
school students were playing a game in which 
pretty much everyone died— at least in 
my case. Everyone would just pass away by 
disease or something of that nature, so it was 
the inherent comedy in that. Also, I’m also 
a huge history buff I just kind of wanted to 
meld the two together. 

Did we actually learn anything from playing 
“The Oregon Trail”? 

I learned that it is extremely fun to hunt, 
that’s pretty much it. Ninety percent of the 
time I was hunting, which was the most 
fun part of the game. You would take down 
about 1,200 pounds of game and carryback 
like four. I think what we learned were the 


different diseases that were present at that 
time. Besides that, I don’t think anyone 
really absorbed anything else useful. 

Was it challenging adapting a game that has 
so few visual cues or specific characters? 

I actually think it was extremely liberating. 
Because [the game] was very low budget, I 
think that actually helped stage out the play 
itself in that the actual story is more of a 
character study of a guy who is going through 
absolute hell. Because there are so few cues, 
that gave me that much more liberty to play 
with it. If there were many more, it would 
make it more difficult to stage. 

Death by dysentery is common in the game. 
Will that also happen in your stage version? 

Maybe. There will be something rectal 
involved. 

How is this an interactive show? 

There’s a few times where we will be 
crossing rivers and creeks and I’m asking 
the audience— or in the case of the play, my 
fellow pioneers — what we should do. This 
is actually the part of the play that’s fun and 
open to interpretation and I can improvise 
a little bit. Sometimes I’ll open up a debate 
among different audience members as to 
what we should do. 


Describe Jeb. Is he a hearty pioneer? 

The character I wanted to create — 
specifically because it’s about someone 
being tested— was kind of like Job in the 
Bible, consistently being shat upon over 
and over again. This takes place in 1851, a 
time period when God was very personal to 
everyone and, for him, he’s your classic 
mid-i9th century. God-fearing Christian. 
[He’s an] extremely optimistic man and 
kind of places all his faith in that, so he’s 
hearty, optimistic to a fault. He’s got a 
temper and some hubris too. 

If the show is a hit, will you adapt other 
video games to the stage? Is Pong next? 

Of course. That will be the first thing on my 
list.

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Moss gets to the heart 
of The One I Love’

Elisabeth Moss, best known as Peggy Olson, 
“Mad Men’s” buttoned-up but ambitious 
secretary-turned-copywriter, smiles with her 
whole face while talking about her latest proj- 
ect, “The One I Love.” 

The film, written and directed by new- 
comers Justin Lader and Charlie McDow- 
ell, respectively, centers on a married couple 
(Moss and Mark Duplass) trying to navigate 
the growing space between them with help 
from a quirky therapist. He suggests a retreat, 
which causes both to consider dimensions 
they never knew were possible. After getting 
a taste of the eccentric Charlie Kaufman-in- 
spired powers of the properties’ guesthouse. 
Moss’ character suggests with a gleeful curios- 
ity that they might explore this new world. If 
that sounds vague and slightly confusing, it’s 
by design. The filmmakers don’t want viewers 
to know much going into the movie, and that 
sometimes trickled down to the cast. 

“The scene where I have to explain to Mark 
what’s going on in the guesthouse, I walk in 
and he’s freaking out, and I have to tell him 
what’s happening— I so barely understood 
what was happening myself” Moss enthusias- 
tically explains. The 32-year-old actress, who’s 
been in show business a whopping 24 years, 
had experience with broader improv with Jo- 
nah Hill and Russell Brand in “Get Him to the 
Greek,” but this process felt quite different. 

“This wasn’t about making everyone laugh 
all the time. It was about telling a story” she 
says. “Every night, Justin would write the 


scenes for the next day We’d sit and go over 
it. Sometimes it would take 10 minutes and 
sometimes an hour.” Moss and Duplass would 
chart lines they would each say “We just need 
to make sure we get to this point or hit that 
emotional beat,” Moss emphasizes. The last 
30 pages, she’s quick to point out, are entirely 
scripted, including her favorite scene, which 
is impossible to describe without spoilers. 

Moss was particularly drawn to the rela- 
tionship that’s at the heart of the film, and 
many conversations during filming were fo- 
cused on the specifics they were creating 
along with more general and philosophical 
ruminations on coupling. “The idea that you 
present this person in the beginning of a rela- 
tionship. You bring out all your best qualities, 
and you’re like 20 percent better than you are. 
You bring out this shiny version of yourself, 
but then after four years, you’re more yourself 
And whatever that means. How does that af- 
fect the relationship, and how do you get back 
some of that magic you had in the beginning?” 

This led to talks about the ideal partner 
and how a man’s ideal differs from a woman’s. 
“One of the big things that we discovered was 
that men think that women want them to be 
super cool and slick and smooth, but in reality, 
women find that creepy and sleazy” Moss says. 
Outside the sometimes complicated process 
of measuring nuance between nice and doting 
(which is also apparently a turnoff). Moss says 
sweetly “We actually just want you to make us 
laugh and make us feel like you’ve been listen- 
ing to what we’ve said.”

Operating the future 



LinuxCon continues to 
drive the cloud, and a 
retail desktop version

It’s 2014— you’d think people would have a 

better way of remembering passwords than 

sticking Post-it notes to their computer 

monitors. 

But that’s exactly the problem with many 
companies’ password rotation policies, Linux 
Kernel developer James Bottomley said at last 
week’s LinuxCon North America. 

“When you implement a security solution 
that pushes the problem onto users, you 
become part of the problem, not part of the 
solution,” he said. 

The Linux security summit was one of a 
host of presentations throughout the three-day 
event, centered around the world’s most famous 
open-source operating system. It runs on TVs, 
airplanes, ATMs, cloud systems and cars, but 
unlike iOS and other systems, Linux is free and 
constantly being changed and improved. 


Open source developers, computer 
scientists and students gathered at the 
Sheraton Chicago, from Aug. 20 to Aug. 22, to 
share ideas about new Linux applications and 
cloud computing. 

Linux founder Linus Torvalds participated in 
a panel at the conference, along with Google’s 
Andrew Morton, Samsung’s Shuah Khan and 
co-founder of AMA Capital Management Andy 
Lutomirski. When asked about where Torvalds 
believes Linux has yet to expand, audience 
members chuckled when he responded with, “I 
stiU want the desktop.” 

One of the main topics of discussion was 
how to create faster services while maintaining 
privacy Hewlett Packard hosted a workshop 
explaining its cloud operating system, Helion, 
which is based on OpenStack, a free open- 
source software that provides infrastructure 
for private and public clouds. 

But the event wasn’t just tech talk. SoftLayer 
Technologies Inc., lured people to its booth 
with its server challenge game, which required 
players to race to plug 18 network cables and 


24 drive trays into the correct spots on the 
server. The person with the overall fastest 
time received a Mac Book Air. The LulzBot 
3-D printer, which runs on Linux, meticulously 
printed toy trinkets at Red Hat’s booth. While 
attendees were educated about Helion at 
HP’s booth, the company also mixed in trivia 
questions and raffled off a PlayStation 4. 

“I’ve been to LinuxCon Europe before, 
but I think what makes LinuxCon North 
America special is that much of open 
source development happens here,” said
